4/15/2005 has overcome the prior art of record. The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest means for synchronizing a clock skip signal fi-om said supply noise sensing means and 
clock gating means for selectively gating said chip clock responsive to a synchronized said clock 
skip signal, said clock gating means selectively gating oflG^forcing on said chip clock to chip 
circuits as called for in claim 2, supply noise compensation circuit having a delay line, a register, 
a comparator, and a clock skip circuit as called for in claims 18 and 27, a RC filter averaging 
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supply line voltage, a comparator and a AND gate as called for in claim 26. Therefore, claims 2- 
16 and 18-31 are presently allowed.
